$ Wateſtic hauing had oflate time conideration of great dearth 
EN growen in ſundzy partsofher Kealme, tudgingthat the rich Ownersofcozne 
,} would keepe their ſtoze from common Markets, thereby to increaſe the pzices 
thereof, andſo the multitude ofher pooze people hauingnograine growing of 
= -] their owne, to ſuſteine great lacke, cauſed ſpeciall ozders to be made and publt- 
ſhed to all parts of her Kealme,in what ſozt the Juſtices of peace ineuerpquar- 
F< terſouldſtayall Jngroſlers, Fozeſtallers, andRegratersof Cozne, and todi- 
Ng rect all Owners and Farmers hauing Cozne tofurniſh the Markets ratably 
and weekly with ſuch quantities as vſually they had done befoze time, 02 rea- 
conably might and ought todoe : By which ozders, many othcr things were pzeſcribed tobe obſerued foz the 
 Cayingofthe dearth, andreltefe of the people : Pet neuertheleſle, her aieſtie is infozmed,that in ſome parts 
_ ofherRealme the dearth dothnot diminiſh, but rather increaſe foz lacke of due execution ef the ſaydozders, 
and ſpecially by the couetouſnes of the Owners, fozbearing tofurniſy the Warkets,as reaſonably they might 
do, and byſecretly ſelling out ofthetr houſes to a kinde of people that commonly are called Badgers, at pzices - 
bnreaſonable , who likewiſedo ſell and regrate the ſame out ofthe Markets at veryhigh and erceſſiue pzices, 
Fo: remedy whereof, her Pateſtie chargeth all officers to whom the obſeruation of the ſaydozdershath bene 
directed, pzeſently as they haue anynaturallcare oftheir Chziſtian bzethzen g Countreymen, being inneed, 
tocauſe all and euery part of the ſayd ozders from point to point to be executed, and theoffenders againft the 
fame to be ſeuerely puniſhed, to the terrourofothers, And beſides this manifeſt cauſe giuen of vnneceſlarie 
increaſe of p2ices , there ts ſpzed amongſt her people by the ſayd Jngroſlers and Regraters a falſe repozt, that 
_ "thereſhouldbe muchquantitie of Cozne caried by Dea out of the Realme,and therebyoccaſton giuen of want 
of Cozne to ſerue fo the neceſſary vſe ofthe people ofthe Realme : By which falſe repozt, notonelyher Mate- 
ties pooze people are diſcomkozted withthe feare oflacke foz their ſuſtenance, but alſothe couetous owners of 
Cone doptetendtopzeſerue their loze, and thereby doe refratne toſerue the Parkets : which llanderous re- 
pozt,her Dateſtie doth affirme.fo2 anything toher knowledge,o2 foz anylicence,o2 ſufferance fo: carying any 
. Comeoutofthe Realme, to be vntrue, Ind yetneuerthelefle, fo: that contrary to her Patieſties will, there 
may beſome fraud vſedin ſome partsofthe Realme, either by her owne officers oz by others, where Cozneis 
p20uided in ſome one part of her Realme, tobe caried by Sea toſome other place that isknowen tohaue need 
thereof, notwithſtanding by the very ſpeciallozders of all thePozts , there ought none to becaried from Pozt 
toPoxt, but vpon ſpectall bonds in great ſummes ofmoney to be takenok the owners of the Ships andofthe 
Cozne, whereſach tranſpoztation ſhall ve made, foz the truecariage ofthe ſame to the Poztsthereinnamed, 
and not by any colour oz pzetence tocarie theſame out of the Realme: And therefoze fo? further pzouilion to 
be made foz auoiding of ſuch fraud, beſides ſuch bondes tobe takeu, her Pateltie commandeth and gtueth It- 
cence to any perſon that ſhall haue cauſe toſuſpect that any ſuch Cozne is 02 ſhould be ſhipped, 02 pzouided to 
be ſhipped, bylawfull authozitie to be caried toany other Pozt,that the ſame may be by fraud caried out of the 
Realme.ſuch perſon hauing ſuch caurſe toſuſpect,thall giue infomation thereof to any Juſtice of peace 02 pub- 
ltke officer dwelling nere to$ Pozt, which Juice 02 officer ſhal with the ſaidInfozmer repaireto the Cuſtome 
 houſeofany ſuch Poztoz Creeke where Cozne1s ſhipped,02 pz0uided tobe ſhipped,and there ſhallduly examine 
both the officers of the Cuſtome houſle, 5 the ſellers,buyers, 4 ſbippers of the Cozne,vpon their ſeuerall othes, 
whether they knowof any intention directly oz indirectly to haue the ſatdcozne to be caried outofthe Kealme,

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clonconceiued being cleared)yet the officersof the Pozts.that haue authozttic to take bonds,hal ſhewthe par- 
ties, who vpon ſuſpicion ſhall require the ſame, and giue them tn wziting the contents of the bond with the 
namesof the parties bound, being ſufficient to anſwere the ſame, the true quantitie of the graine, andthe 
Poxts, towhich it is intended to haue the ſame caried; and, if notwithftanding ſuch pzoutſion of good aſlu- 
rance taken, there ſhall afterwards anydoubt followe, that notwithftanding the ſatde bonds, the ſaide Cone 
Galbecarted out ofthe Kealme : the partſe that ſhall hane cauſe ſo to ſuſpect the ſame, hall repatre to ſome Ju- 
Rice of Peace, whom her Dateſtie doth hereby commaundto examine the trueth at the Pozt , whereuntothe | 
ſaſd Cozne was appointed. And foz that purpoſe the officers of that Pozt hall make plaine declaration, whe- 
ther any ſuch Cozne, and whatquantitie thereof came to that Pozt within the time limitted, Ind ifby good 
pzoofe it (hall any wayes appeare, that there hath bene any fraud in any officer of the Pozr, 0; ſaiſehood tn the | 
tranſpozter by carying itout ofthe Realme,the officer of the Pozt ſhalbe depziued of his office,and ſuffer impyi- 
fonment,and make fine toher Baicſtie ather pleaſure. And the tranſpozter foz carying it out of the Realme, 
| andthe ſeller andbuyer, oz either of them being pxiuy thereto, ſhall be cornmitted to pziſon fo; the ſpace ofone 
yeere, and the Ship fozfeited. And the Ynfozmer fo: his labour and reward ſhall haue both the baile of the 
 balue of the Coznettranſpozted,and the halfe of the fines impoſed vpon the offenders, Andfoz the trial of theſe 
ofences,andexecutionofthe puniſhments and fines,the ſame ſhalbe tried in her Paieſties Erchequer, as all 
 tnfozmations are vpon penallDtatutes, where all expedition all bee vſed, oz befoze the Juſtices of Aſiſe in | 
their circuites , 02 befoze any Juſtices of Peace in the Seſſions, where the m_ ſhall be committed,hauing 
any authozitie to Heare and determine any penall Lawe, 
Finally her Paieſtie is particularly infozmed of ſome intentions of RP ofabdlitie tokerpe hoſpt- 
ealiti in their Countreys, toleaue their ſaid hoſpitalities , and to come tothe Citie of London,and other Ci- 
- Liesandtownes cczpozate , thereby leauing the rellefe of their pooze neighbours, as well foz foode,as foz good | 
rule,and with couetous minds to liue in London, and about the Citie pziuately,andſoalſo in other Townes 
cozpozate, without charge of company; foz withſtanding whereof her Daieftie chargeth all maner ofper- 
ſons, that ſhall haue any ſuch intention during the time of this dearth, not to bzeake vp their houtholds,noz 
tocome tothe ſaid Citie,oz other townes cozpozate : and all others that haue oflate time bzoken vp their houſ- bi 
Holds, to returne to their houſes againe without delay, And whileft her Pateſtie had thus determined foz 
xeliefe ofher people to tay all good houſeholders in thefr Countreys, there in charitable ſozt to keepe hoſpita- 
- - Ltte,her Paicſtie hathhad an infant occaſion giuen her toextendher commandement euen foz the neceſſary 
defenceof her Realme: willing and ſtraitly commaunding allmaner of perſons that be deputies toany Lieu 
tenants inany Counties of the Kealme , to repaire totheir Countreys; And that allperſonshauing charge 
ofany Caſtlesoz Fozts vpon the Sea coaſtes,do pzeſently repaire to their charge,and there to reſide perſonally 
duringall this winter ſeaſon, and to haue care how the ſame Foztes are furniſhed, and tomake petition fo 
bi. their defects. Andlikewiſe her Pateſtte chargeth all perſons dwelling in any Pozt towne to continue thetr 
3 , /habitationthere, andtofurnith their houſeholds with able perſons foz defence of the ſaid Pozts. Thele her 
[Waiefties pzeſent comandements her highneſle mindeth and willethto be enquiredof by the Lieutenantgof 
euery Shire, and ſpectallyby them of the Marittme Counties, whom her Pateltie chargeth to enqutre dfli- - 
gently hereof, andby their commaundements to ſee the defaults refomed, oz otherwike toaduertiſe her Pa-/ 
ieftie oz herpziute Counſell ofthe offenders. Che obſeruation ofall which,her Pateftiescommaundement_ 
_ |tsto be perfozmed vpon paine ofher Bateſties heauie indignation, i
